In another column our Piscataquis corre- 
spondent calls attention to the important 
matter of pasturage, and alludes to the 
widely prevailing neglect attending them. 
Without question, the great cause of this 
neglect comes from a non-appreciation of 
their importance in our husbandry. Ever 
since the clearing of the land of the forests 
our stock has been annually feeding the pas- 
turage with hardly a thought on the part of 
the owner in regard to its condition or to its 
value to him in the farm economy. From 
time to time he has been forcibly reminded 
that the supply of food has been gradually 
and surely growing less, but an occasional 
murmur over the fact is the chief attention 
given to it. 

This shrinkage of feed in pastures has 
certainly gone far enough to draw atten- 
tion to the matter. The first thing to be 
done is to awaken an appreciation of the 
value of pasturage to the farmer and stock 
raiser. The cost of feeding stock from 
these low priced lands during the six 
months of pasturage—and almost without 
care to the land save only the fencing, has 
been trifling; and we are apt to measure 
value by cost. This lack of appreciation 
and consequent inattention has lett us with 
pastures overgrown with weeds and bushes, 
and the grass sadly thinned from long 
cropping without fertilizer application. 
Stock, feeding from this thinner herbage, 
do not thrive as when the food needed 
could be appropriated in much less time 
and with far less of travel and effort by 


From the various sources of information 
at hand, we are able to give a review of the 
prospects at the present time of the fruit 


erop throughout the country. The peach 
crop is practically a failure outside the 


Delaware peninsula, where the prospects 
are favorable for a good crop. The great 
sections of country furnishing the majority 


of the peaches, from Missouri through 


South Mlinois, Tennessee, to North Caro- 


lina, seem to have very few peaches, owing 
to severe winter. The New England States 
have on the whole rather a light crop of 
apples with execptionably favored locali- 
ties. 
two thirds of afullcrop. Where earlier in 
the season the Baldwin promised rather 
light, it now shows a full comparative pro- 
portion with other varieties. There is 
much wormy fruit and it has been drop- 
ping quite freely in consequence. 
and in fall varieties there will be a supply 
sufficient for all demands. In valleys and 
low points in New York, Ohio and Mich- 
igan, as the Hudson river valley from Al- 
bany to New York, Genesee valley, &.,

the heavy frosts of last May very seriously 


damaged all fruit prospects, totally destroy- 
ing them in places. Western New York, 
with exceptional points, promises a two- 
thirds fall crop. The extreme western 
counties of Chautauqua, Cattaraugus and 
Allegany promise light, this being their off 
year in bearing. The great apple belt 
around the lakes from New York to Mich- 
igan, inclusive, promises a two thirds full 
crop. There is a fair crop in Northern

Camping at the Fair. 


Camping at the State Fair has become a 
popular feature of the arrangements. All 
those who have tried it have been pleased 
with the pleasure and the convenience of be- 
ing able to remain on the ground at all times 
during their stay. The cost is trifling and 
all care, perplexity, and anxiety in regard 
to securing accommodations elsewhere is 
obviated. The novelty and change from 
the routine of the farm, of camping at the 
Fair, is as well as at the sea shore or on the 
mountains. 

The enlargement of the ground: by the 
purchase of the grove just north of the 
former bounds, affords ample room for all 
who may come, and gives better camping 
ground than has been possible heretofore. 
Ground for tenting is furnished free. A 
camper’s ticket will be sold for $1.50 which 
will entitle the holder to access to the Park 
during the Fair. This ticket will not be 
sold to any others than actual campers 
With such accommodations invitingly held 
out by the Society, this feature will in-

the occupation of him who is engaged in 


it. Let it be distinctly remem- 
fered that suck water may appear to be 
good, often clear and sparkling, the more 
so for the carbonic acid .which is furnished 
to it by the decomposing sewage which fil- 
trates through the soil. In judging whether 
a water is pure and unpolluted or not, we 
are to take into consideration something 
more than its taste and gross appearances ; 
we must observe whether the surroundings 
of the well are clean, whether the ground 
is pure or sodden with filth. If the latter, 
we may be sure that the water is, or will 
be, polluted. Did you ever think, you 
thrifty house owner, who, as a matter of 
convenience have dug your well near the 
kitchen door, and then have emptied the 
household slops upon the surface of the 
ground near it, what becomes of this waste 
water? At first, for a short time, if the 
ground is new and pure, the waste water 
is absorbed, and its dangerous organic con- 
stituents are oxidized to a certain extent; 
but pretty speediiy the ground becomes 
super-saturated and sodden with the liquid 
filth. Then what happens? Let us illus- 
trate by means of another branch of agri- 
cultural industry. An eminent authority 
in subsoil draining says that in a heavy 
clay soil two parrallel lines of drains when 
four feet deep need be laid not nearer than 
forty feet apart; that is, each drain will 
drain a strip of land forty feet wide, and it 
is well known that the tiles may be laid 
and the clay rammed down over the tiles, 
and yet the water will find its way in, in 
fact it cannot be kept out. Exactly in the 
same way, the well which we dig drains 
the surrounding soil—a drain it is just 
as much as ~~ 4 we called it by that 
name and dug for drainage purposes. tus 
use the preceding figures to determine how 
far the drainage influence of our well may 


cost to the owner. Fancy farming is well 
enough for those who can afford it, and 
right enough for those who farm it for 
pleasure, for it gives employment to many, 
and does not injure the interests of the ag- 
riculturists at large, but serves to raise 
the si higher, and places agricul- 
ture upon a higher plane. 

But how to make farming pay without 
capital is a greater problem to solve; there- 
fore, science and practice must go hand in 
hand, in order that the hand and the brain 
may each perform ita appointed tasks; 

to that end, let us labor with a will. 
Yes, let us add science and practical expe- 
rience together, and it will certainly help 
usup the hill of difficulty; and show 
us the better way.

Barbed wire as pow made is barbarous 
Aside from injury to animals, it 
is surprising that we do not hear of many 
more severe accidents to those who han- 
die it on the cars, in the stations, on the 
hauling wagons, and in putting up and 
stretching it. A coil falling upon one’s 
foot or hand, or against his Jegs or body, 
could not fail of producing serious wounds. 
aside from bad rents in clothing. A few 
such cases have been reported to the 
Prairie Farmer, but not half as many as 
might reasonably be expected, considering 
the immense amount of this material now 
being put to use. Too great care can not 
be exercised. 

Though somewhat rare, the most seri- 
ous accidents have come from the break- 
ing of the wire when stretching it upon the 
posts, for if snapped by drawing it too 
taught, a point not easily recognized, it 
often flies with the swiftness of an arrow, 
if not that of a rifie ball. Three such 
eases have been reported within a year. 
The latest is from Oregon. The Corvallis 
Gazette, of that State, says R. F. Wight- 
man and George Manchester were building 
a fence on Dry Creek, stretching the wire 
with a team. The wire parted and the 
ends flew about the bodies of the men with 
tremendous force, cutting both in a shock- 


pressing against his breast a hatchet he 
was using in such a way as to break one of 
his ribs and the handle of the tool. He 
was also badly cut up by the barbs on the 
wire, and he is now suffering severely 
from his wounds. Manchester was more 
fortunate, but he also received some pain 
ful wounds. The wire coiled around his 
thigh, the barbs imbedding themselves to 
the bone, while another coil caught him 
about the breast and cut him deeply into 
the muscles of his arms.

One can not 
stay in Belfast an hour, without seeing one 
or more drunken persons.” | fear there are 
many towns in Maine where liquor is sold 
as freely as in those mentioned. 

The question “What can Ido for the 
cause of temperance?” is one which we 
can answer for ourselves alone. What we 
can do depends on our circumstances and 
the strength of our desire to do. Perhaps 
some live in towns where there are liquor 
saloons. Do your best to have the keep- 
ers of the saloons brought to justice. af 
you can not do it yourself, rouse those who 
can. Keep at work on somebody until it 
isdone. Many live in towns where tem- 
perance societies can be formed, which if 
made attractive, will draw in many who 
are now in danger o! becoming drunkards. 
Girls can help much in organizing and sus- 
taining such societies, if they have energy 
and tact. 

A great many (like myself), live in small 
towns where no liquor is sold; where a 
society can not be sustained, and the op- 
portunities for work seem few. At least, 
we can try to persuade our friends to take 
the pledge. I have read instances in which 
good girls have married men whom they 
knew to be intemperate. One such has 
come under my own observation. I think 
this is very wrong. I believe it to be the 
duty of every girl to refuse the attentions 
of young men, unless they know them to 
be firm advocates of temperance. Let us 
do all we can, keeping in mind the fact 
that the more faithful we are in the little 
duties given us now, the better fitted we 
shall be for great ones if they ever come.
